The Comintern had, therefore, he 
snid, an army of 2,000,000 organised 
members abroad and a_ potential 
strength to date, if one included 
the mass of unorganised communists,

Spain had provided the biggest in- 
although the French Com- 
munist Party had in the Inst five 
years Increnscd its membership from 
40,000 to 270,000 and could not count 
on 1,500,000 supporters at poll. . 

The Communist Party in the United 
States’ had grown until it was five 
times what it was in the year 10935. 

The Comintern, he declared, would 
conduct a morc ‘active policy in fu- 
ture. Increascd pressure would be 
exerted on the democratic Powers, 
notably England, France and the 
United States.—Trans-Occan.

We are constnntly being assured, 
by officials of the union that the 
game-is-for-the-player: —In-this-res—- 
pect at least the wishes of the player 
are being disregarded in a way that 
denies such sentiments. : 

. THE SCRUMMAGE LAW

but the three years’ truce between 
the four untons has not yet expired. 

When it does, whatever alteration 
ls desired must be passed’ by the 
International Board, the combined, 
ages of whose 10-members aggre- 
gate round about 700 years.

solitse” with—-a-~-dizeaso~- having — the 
objective symptoms of diphthoria. 

“This ta how we stand--we . have 
found tho deadly germ, but we have 
not as yot secured a prophylactic for 
fits cure or prevention. My conforeres 
are now at work solving the prablem. 
From the auccera vo far in this orlginal 
fiold of reacarch, I, have little doubt 
that an inoculating: fluid will be forth- 
coming. Wo have virus bottled and 
corked. We can ylve gqny nuimbor of 
rabbita or dogs the diphtheria and kill 
them as effectually ns though they had 
caught it at firat hand in the regular 
courne of ovents, 

“We hnve not, however, suceecded 
yet In attenuating the virus, ‘and #0 
cannot inoculate. 1 wish you would lay 
grent atress on this point, becauso I am 
atrald a whole shipload will be coming 
over to accure by a visit to tho Institute 
Pasteur immunity from diphtheritic 
alfections. Tell them wo aro not roady 
for bualnens yet; but perhaps will be tn 
summer.” 

M. ‘Pasteur then turned to the 
innpection of his xinss tubes, filled with 
the dendly perma, microbes or bacilli, 
of many dincasen which flesh ia helr to, 
and remarked, with a smile, “Our 
children are in luck.

OPINION as to whether the referee 
was. right Is divided.
